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I, OKAZAKI, Kateuo, do make the followin statement: 


I was bora in 189%, acd I am at present Director of the General 
Affairs buree: of the Foroign Office of the Jvepanese Guveinment. I en- 
tered the Foreign Servisc or Japan in 1922, being stationed at different 
times in Londen, Si.a5,:2,. and tho United St«.es of America. I was in 
Washington from i193%3 wo 4937, and was ac Shan hai from 1929 to 1933, 
and from October, 1937. to October, 1938, dur:ng this lattor pericd I 
was Conoul Genera! at lairge. During the period from October, 1937, to 
February, 1958, 1 tet vocvoronces at least once or twice a week with 
General MATSUI cr the ofYéuers under his c-nmand concerning the 
protection of torcig: isverests tn the Shathui. Nanking area, I was 
in Nanking a few day: ter the cempation + Nanking. and romained 
there for abouy awi.x, I was i’no there s.yoral times during January 
and Fobruary of 1¢U5- 


Genoral MATSU" head requested me to go *o Nenking and look after 
foroign interests (here. ‘hen errived thers for tho first time the 
Situation was very tid. Soldiors were quite out of control. The 
International Commitice for the Nenking Satcoty “one, of which Mr. 
John H, D, Rabe was Chairman and Dr, Lewis 5. C. Smythe was Secretary, 
made its revorts conserning tue alleged outrag: 3 committed in that 
city to the Japanese Coneu! at Neaking, and t-.ixed to me almost daily 
while I was there relative to the situation in Nank:.ge Mr. Tokuyisu 
FUKUDA was at tho timo Attache to the Embaesy, and the Acting Consul 
General in Nanking «t that time wae Mr. J. YUKU. kr. 5. HiDaKA, 
Councillor of Emiursy, wes also there on several occasions, He was 
later Ambassador to [taly. 


Whon tho reports from the International Committee for the Nanking 
Safety Zone were roccived vy the Japanese Consulate in Nanking, a resume 
of tho report was sent by wire to Tokyo and ‘he report itself was sent 
by mail to the Foreign Office in Tokyo, Those reports wore rocoived 
Gaily, or almost daily. furing my stay thero in the latter part of 
December, 1937. The ccrsulate in Nank ag brought these reports as 
received to the attert ‘ion of General MATSUI or the officers under his 
command. Goneral MuToU: was in Neuking while 1 was there. In later 
conversations with Cencial MATSUL with regard to what was taking place 
at Nanking, he sald, “Ynorve can be no excuses to be made." This 
expression in Japanese my meau thet tnere are no oxcuses to be made 
on behalf of the soldiers or t..at there are no excusos to be mado on 
behalf of the whole x:my. On ona o¢ two occesions General MATSUI 
discussed in my presence the re-stionship toiwcen jimeelf and Colonel 
HASHIMOTO, Genoral MATSUI seom-d very much dissatisfied with the 
actions taken by Ceicne] HASEIMUTC,
